tions to ask or criticism to make, and | 
allowed heaps of time tor questions, | 
but everything seemed to meet with 
the approval of the ratepayers.

Mr. Watson very clearly explained | 
how the rates were established in the 
different districts by the Hail Board. 
taking the past four years' experience, 
and that experience varied very much 

For example, in the Three Hills 
district, which was not in the “black 
zone’, had jhad eceptionglly heavy 
losses, He also referred to the fact 
that the Muncipal Hail Board over a 
period of years, had saved the 
farmers a large sum of money. 

Angus Watson, who is the Returning 
Officer for the Municipal elections, an 
nounced that H. S. B. Chamberlain 
and E. F. Wheeler had been nomin- 
ated and elected by acclamation and 
that A. Andersen and C. G, Christen- 
sen had been nominated for Dist, 2.

REEVE’S REPORT FOR 1928 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Wheeler and Weyers, Mr. Christen-

the past year were, Secretary-Treas- 
irer D, N. Gardiner, Medical Office 
of Health, Dr. J. W. Giffen and 
Auditors Messrs. W. Herbert, A.

Eleven meetings of the Counci! 
were held during the year. These 
neetings were well attended by the 
Councillors, but sickness has been a 
serious factor in preventing some of 
the Council from attending. At the 
present time, Councillors Wheeler and 
Weyers are on the sick list. 

You have had the Auditors’ Finan- 
cial Statement in your hands for the 
past few days and during that time, 
no doubt, have gone over the financial 
transactions of the Municipality at 
your leisure. It is not my purpose to 
comment at any grent length on the 
tatement, except to direct your at- 
ention to the fact that collections 
his past year have not shown any in- 
‘rease over past years The percent- 
ige of uncollected taxes from year to 
year seems to remain stationery, That 


condition possibly is due to the dis- | 


appointing returns from this) last 
crop. With better returns in the 
future it is hoped that the amount of 
taxes outstanding will be materially 
decreased. 

The report of the Medical Officer of 


|Health for the year shows that the 


general health of the District has been 
good, We have had quite a number 
of cases of chicken pox and measles 
but have been free of any of the 
severer forms of contagious diseases, 
n all cases reported to the Munci- 
»mlity, the necessary quarantine has 
been enforced. In the cases of in- 
fluenza which have occurred in the 
District during the fall and early 
winter it is gratifying to be able to 
report that most of the cases have 
een of a mild nature, 

At the last Municipal Elections a 
»y-law was submitte.) to you to au- 
thorize or otherwise the construction 
of a new Municipal Office Building. 
This by-law was defeated on the vote 
being taken. At the elections to be 
held on February 28rd, of thia year, 
the Council are again submitting to 
you a similar by-law. They feel that 
this is a matter which vitally concerns 
everyone in the District and the 
safety of the records of the Munici- 
pality is such that it affects all rate- 
payers. In the event of a fire occur- 
ing it is questionable as to whether 
the present accommodation which the 
Municipality has would be sufficient 
to protect these records. In the event 
of a fire occuring and the tax rolls 
being destroyed it would mean that 
the Council would have to reconstruct 
the tax rolls as near as possible by 
asking all parties to present their tax 
receipt showing payments made. The 
unknown balance would have to be 
absorbed by the ratepayers as a 
whole, That would really mean that 
the person who has paid his taxes 
would then have to again contribute 
sorhe share of the uncollected taxes 
as at the end of the year. It should 
be mentioned that the Council have 
been asked to submit this by-law by a 
considerable number of ratepayers.

WINNIPEG.—Reports indicate that 
there has been a rather lively time 
at Ottawa during the last couple of 
months over the Canadian regulation 
that goods to enter Canada junder the 
British preference must have at least 
fifty per cent of British workmanship 
or material. The old proportion was 
twenty-five per cent, but the feeling 
existed that goods that were largely 
of foreign material and werkmanship 
were entering Canada under the lower 
preferential tariff because they were 
exported from Britain to this country 
Australia and New Zealand set the 
example of increasing the ratio of 
British material or workmanship in 
goods to be accorded special tariff 
consideration by other British nations. 
Australia and New Zealand initiated 
the fifty per cent standard, one rea- 
son given at the time being that it 
would give the British car manufac- 
turer a favored position over the 
American car in the antipodean mar- 
ket. Canada was affected to some ex- 


tent as the bulk of the American type 
of car sold in Australia and New 
Zealand came from the Canadian 


branches of United States firms. 
However, as the policy of the automo- 
bile factories in Canada has been to 
increase the proportion of Canadian 
material and workmanship in cars 
produced in Canadian factories, this 
country was not seriously affected. 
Another reason given at the time for 
Australia’s action was that it would 
promote inter-Empire trade. It will 
be recalled that the action of the 
Australian and New Zealand Govern- 
iments, in raising the standard to 
fifty per cent, was received with con- 
siderable Imperialistic whooping in 
the Old Country and in certain sec- 
tions of Canada, It was pointed out 
that Australia and New Zealand were 
valiant defenders of Imperial unity, 
and that they were giving expression 
to their loyalty in a practical way. 

Commencing in February, Canada 
put into effect a fifty per cent stand- 

ard in connection with British goods 
‘entering ‘Canada under the preference 
| Tate. This means that, unless an 
| article exported to Canada from Bri- 
tain is at least fifty per cent British 
either in material or workmanship, 
it will have to come in under a higher 
| rate of duty than articles that con- 
|forme to the fifty per cent standard. 
The Canadian order, however, appears 
to have been received with very little 
| enthusfasm. It was immediately 
| pointed out that it was a serious blow 
‘to the British manufacturer who, in 
Many cases, had to import his raw 
naterial from foreign countries, Cot- 
ton was cited as a case in point; the 
British manufacturer has to use 
| United States cotton. Goods largely 
| made up of copper were also affected. 
jIt appears that the British manufac- 
turer buys most of his copper from 
Spain. Perhaps it can be bought 
cheaper there than from Canada, 
This is always an important factor, 
and a legitimate one. 

As a result of these conditions, 
which the British Government and the 
British manufacturers have pointed 
out to the Canadian Government, 
Canada has been asked to institute a 
list of exemptions from the fifty per 
cent standard, the list to include goods 
the raw material for which is difficult 
to obtain within the Empire. So far, 
the Government at Ottawa has made 
no change, but Ottawa despatches in- 
dicate that something may be done in 
the event of it being shown that cer- 
tain British manufacturers are being 
unduly penalized in the Canadian 
market.

USING POWDERED 
_ COAL FUELS 


LONDON.—Powdered coal is being 
used on an experimental voyage by 
the steamship Hororata, a large cargo 
and passenger boat trading between 
London and New Zealand, the pur- 
pose being to test the possibility of 
this fuel on long voyages. The ship, 
which belongs to the New Zealand 
Shipping Company, has had half her 
boilers altered to burn pulverized fuel 
and the other half retain the ordinary 
hand-fired furnaces. The same coal 
is being used in each case, so that 
comparative tests can be made on the 
run out and home, 

The coal is taken from the bunkers 
and passed through a grid of three- 
inch mesh to remove the biggest 
lumps and reduce it to a suitable size 
for the crushers. These crushers 
further reduce it to about the size of 
peas, and all this is carried to a huge 
storage bin which can be filled in 
three hours and which will last in the 
furnaces for a whole day, 

This braken coal is, however, not 
sufficiently fine to burn, and it is 
passed to pulverizers—very active 
little chambers where steel balls rise 
and fall with tremendous rapidity— 
‘educing the coal to a powder that is 
finer than flour. This fine powder is 
led through fairly small pipes to spe- 
cial burners and, after proper admix- 
ture with air, it emerges through the 
nozzle and can be lighted with a 
paraffin torch like gas, 

The method adopted on the Horo- 
rata is an entirely new one known as 
the Buell Howden system, and, apart 
from some experiments carried out at 
Falmouth auring the last year, has 
never been tried on a sbip. 

Lord Incheape, chairman of the 
P. & O, Company, is said to be in- 
terested in the development as a pos- 
sible means of helping the mining 
industry in this counéry, and hopes 
to see a revival of coal burning in 
both passenger and cargo ships. In 
1914 nearly 89 per cent of the world’s 
shipping burgt coal and 3 per cent 
used oil, Today the corresponding 
figures are 61 per cent coal burning 
and 37 per cent oil. Expressed in an- 
other way, 1,544,000 tons of shipping 
used oil in one form or another in 
1914. Today the figure is 24,485,000 
ons, and in the interval the net in- 
crease of the world’s shipping has 
yeen only about 19,000,000 tons,

The following letter appears in the 
Toroato Globe, and may be of interest 
te your many readers in the Bow 
Valley: 

To the Editor of The Globe: Does 
the human race advance Yn time of 
peace or were the Germans right in 
believing and putting into practice the 
views of their philosophers, “Blessed 
are the warmakers’? A Toronto cor 
respondent writes: “War, unfortunate 
though it be, is the source from which 
most of our progress is derived.” A 
Peterboro’ “Reader of History” quotes 
the views of J. R. Green on the subject. 
I should like to analyze the book auth 
orized for the 18,000 boys and girls in 
our secondary schools and present the 
case for peace, These pupils are to 
“emphasize the period from the acces- 
sion of Elizabeth. 

Firstly, let us consider the growth 
of our Empirg in peace and war. Gil- 
dert raised the flag in Newfoundland 
in 1585 in time of peace. This was 
the beginning of our overseas domin- 
fons. In time of peace, 1620, the Pil 
grim fathers founded Massachusetts. 
Most of the thirteen colonies were es- 
tablished in time of peace. It ig us- 
ually stated that Canada was con- 
quered from the French. This is only 
about one quarter true. All of Nor- 
thern Quebec and Ontario, ail the 


prairies and the far North, are ours | 


by right of explorations made in time 
of peace—Hudson, 1610; Hudson Bay 
Company, 1670-1870. British Columbia 
is our because of the exploration in 
time of peace by Captain Cook and 
‘Vancouver. Thus more than three- 
quarters of the area of Canada 1s 
British primarily by right of explora- 
tion. 

Likewise Australia and New Zeal- 
and became British, in time of peace, 
by the explorations of Captain Cook, 
1769, The first settkement wa3 made 
‘there in time of peace in 1788. 

In Africa at least a million square 
tiiles of terrftory became British, in 
time of peace, by the work of Cecil 
Rhodes, David Livingstone and others.

The valleys of the St 
Lawrence, the Ohio and the upper 
Mississippi and the Maritime Prov- 
inces became British by right of con- 
quest, but two years after the Peace 
of Paris was signed in 1763 trouble 
began in America, due to taxing the 
colonists to pay for the Seven Years’ 
War This led to the most disastrous 
war in British history and the loss of 
the Ohio Valley and upper Mississippi
